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The Swiss paper industry is suffering 
very much, and if some older establishments 
have, perhaps, succeeded upon results not al- 
together unsatisfactory, this fact ought to be 
attributed less to the present trade than to the 
past, which has offered safer and more satis- 
factory circumstances to stand out against less 
satisfactory ones. 

The unsatisfactory times, it is said, really 
meet the Swiss everywhere now. Prices go 
down from week to week more than ever, and 
how the future will turn out is hardly to be 
imagined. 

By high duties the Swiss are almost ex- 


cluded from exportation to their neighbors, | 


and therefore the paper industry must limit 
its exports to transatlantic ports. Exportation 
is very difficult, partly because of the small 
value and the heavy weight of the article, 
which, of course, makes the carriage in freights 
very heavy. The duties and carriage take 
away a very considerable’part of the possible 
profits. 

These circumstances make it easier to un- 
derstand that Swiss factories rather study the 
sale of their product at home, and, therefore, 
they rather outvie in quality and underbid 
each other in price. It is quite true that the 
prices of raw material, particularly rags, are 

down, but this reduction does not give 
iy Sgaratene : for the reduction o ces 
of paper, and thus with lower prices the use 
of inferior rags is the result, especially the 
linen. 

In the summer of 1884 one of the oldest 
Swiss paper mills was burned to the ground. 
The establishment was very well conducted, 
but the owners of the business have decided 
upon liquidating, and this may be one of the 
best proofs of what those who know some- 
thing about it think of the Swiss paper trade.— 
Papier Handel,

Automatic Steam-Regulator for 
Paper-Machines. 





Paper makers have realized the diffi- 
culty of maintaining a suitable but requisite 
varying supply of steam to driers, and thus 
insuring a temperature dependent upon the 
varying thickness of the paper web passing 
over them. The constant but slight change 
continually necessary cannot be effected by 
ordinary mechanical means. 

The drawing illustrates a device intended to 
exert the tension of the paper by means of a 
roll actuated by the continuous traveling end- 
less sheet directly on the steam-supply valve, 
and thereby properly regulate it. 

The illustration presents a side elevation of 
an automatic steam regulator embodying this 
principle, A representing a portion of the 
upper part of the side frame of a paper- 
machine, which supports the ‘‘ dryers,” and B 
a suitable standard ‘or housing bolted to the 
frame, centrally provided with ways or guides 
@ a, and terminating at one end in a short 
tubular hub, C, with a central bore (shown at 
4), as adapted to receive the sleeve D. 

D*® shows the ordinary spring-actuated 
guide-roll now generally in use upon ma- 
chines of this class, and over which the 
endless web of paper d is represented as 
passing. The journal of this roll is shown 
at ¢ as suitably disposed in a box or jour- 
nal, one-half of which is represented at 
E in the drawings as mounted and sliding in 
the ways aa, before mentioned, in the hous- 
ing B, while a coiled spring, F, is disposed 
between the inside face of the journal ¢ and 
the adjusting-nut G, the latter turning upon a 
thread formed within the bore of the hub C. 
A similar and corresponding spring is ar- 
ranged upon the opposite or back side of the 
drier-frame, and in case the paper does not 
leave the machine properly these springs are 
adjusted so that it shall do so. 

Upon the end of the journal ¢ of the roll 
D*, and outside of the box, is a pallet or 
disk, 7, provided with a pin or stud, g, suit- 
ably mounted in a box or journal, 4, adapted 
to slide within the slot 7, formed in one end of 
the bell-lever H, which is pivoted at 7 upon a 
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\elees arm, 4, the latter forming part of the 
| bracket or frame I, which is cast with and 
forms an integral part of the tubular hub C of 
the housing B, and projects at right angles

The upright arm J of this bell- 
lever is provided with two similarly disposed 
/ /?, upon which are loosely hung 
pawls m m’, oppositely disposed, and fur- 
nished with two inwardly-projecting pins, 
nn’, so arranged as ordinarily to rest upon a 


| curved or bent shield, K, and held from con- 


| tact with the ratchet-wheels. 
| mounted in a suitable bearing forming part of 





This shield is 


the frame I, while rocking movement is 


| effected by and through means of the crank- 


arm 0, pivoted in one end of the pawl-actuat- 
ing rod L. The other end of this rod is con- 
nected to a short arm, /, projecting from the 
half portion of the journal-box E. This rod 
L is capable of being lengthened or shortened, 
by means of the right and left nut g, so that 
the pawls may be adjusted in position to suit 
paper of different weight or thickness, since 
the pawls must both 
be free from contact 
with the ratchets 
when the paper is 
passing along in a 
proper condition— 
that is, suitably 
dried for paper of 
a certain weight. 

The tension of a 
heavy sheet of pa- 
per, when suitably 
dried, will be much 
greater upon the 
journal ¢ of the roll 
D* than a lighter 
weight sheet, and 
the journal-box E 
will compress the 
spring F and carry 
the arm / inwardly, 
rocking the shield 
K and disengaging r 
it from the pin 7’, 
thus permitting the 
pawl m’ to engage the ratchet, which is not de- 
sired, when adjusting the apparatus for paper 
of different weights; hence the rod L must 
be shortened until both pawls with the ten- 
sion of the then passing paper web shall 
stand free from the ratchets. On the other 
hand, if a light sheet is to be run the ten- 
sion upon the roll is less and the spring 
F will expand, when the opposite pawl, m 
will be allowed to drop and engage the ratchet, 
and therefore the rod L must be accordingly 
lengthened until the pawls again stand free 
from the periphery of the ratchet-wheels. 

The rocking or feed movement of the pawls 
is to be effected by means of a pallet /, with 
its pin g journaled in the box 4, and since the 
pallet is affixed to the journal ¢ of the roll D? 
it must have free horizontal movement in uni- 
son with the roll, which is longitudinally ac- 
tuated by the tension of the paper ; for this 
purpose there is provided the slot ¢, in which 
the journal-box reciprocates. The rotations 
of the journal ¢ produce a rotary movement of 
the pin-pallet 7, and the free end of the bell- 
crank lever H is lifted up and down in verti- 
cal paths of movement. Thus the upright arm 
of the lever, carrying the pawls m m’, is 
rocked, and proper feed-motion of the latter is 
obtained, 

The purpose being to obtain from the paper 
with its tension as a prime mover the greatest 
effect upon the steam-supply; or, in other 
words, with the least possible movement of 
the spring-roll the greatest change in the posi- 
tion of the steam-valve, and thus secure an 
apparatus which will be peculiarly sensitive to 
any slight change in the amount of moisture 
contained in the paper or its condition of dry- 
ness at a certain fixed point upon the machine, 
arapid and sudden change in the length of 
certain operative parts connecting the valve 
mechanism with the roll must be effected, so 
that the latter, so to speak, shall remain a 
fixed point, and to accomplish this in connec- 
tion with the pawls the shaft M is mounted on 
the bracket or frame I within the arm 4, which 
is centrally bored. This shaft is free to re- 
volve, and is furnished at the outer end with 
a ratchet-wheel, N, securely affixed thereto by 
friction, and provided with a hand-wheel, O, 





Thus the apparatus may, if desired, be oper- 
ated by hand. Upon the other end of the shaft 
is attached a mitre-gear, P, meshing with a 
similar gear, Q. This latter gear is secured 
to one end of a short tubular sleeve, D, snugly 
fitting within the bore 4 of the hub C, and re- 
tained therein by a slight shoulder, ~, formed 
upon the sleeve. Within the sleeve is an 
elongated cylindrical nut, R, interiorly re- 
cessed, and fitted with right and left female 
screw-threads. Two rods, S T, cylindrical or 
otherwise, peripherally screw-threaded at their 
adjacent ends, enter and engage with the fe- 
male screws. The thread on the rod T is 
right-handed, and that on S left-handed, while 
the rod T extends through the nut G, maintains 
the spring F, through which it runs centrally 
in position, and is firmly stepped in the box E 
at ¢. The rod S in allignment with T projects in 
the opposite direction, and is pivoted to a con- 
necting-rod, «, suitably mounted upon the frame 
A of the dryers, and thus actuates the arm 7, 
and with it the valve-rod and valve. 





AUTOMATIC STEAM REGULATOR FOR DRYERS. 


To compel rotation of the cylindrical nut R, 
and still permit of slight longitudinal move- 
ment thereof, resulting from the action of the 
journal-box E, by and through the rod T, the 
exterior periphery of the nut and the interior 
periphery of the sleeve D are provided with 
corresponding slots or grooves, into which is 
fitted a spline. Any movement of the gear P 
effects the rotation of the nut R, and conse- 
quently shortens or lengthens the entire length 
of the rods S T when considered as a unit, 
while the spline-connection freely permits of 
the slight longitudinal movement required. 

The operation of the entire device is as fol- 
lows : The paper d is passed over the roll D’, 
the operator using the hand-wheel O to regu- 
late the steam-supply until the web has at- 
tained the desired dryness. The tension of 
the paper web from the roll D® and its journal 
é, forces the journal-box E back and com- 
presses the spring F to a position which it 
would assume whenever the condition of the 
paper is just right. This movement also 
pushes the arm / inward, and the pawl m’ 
drops upon the periphery of the inactive or 
loose ratchet-wheel N’. It will therefore be 
necessary to shorten the rod L until both 
pawls stand free from the ratchets, and remain 
at this, their normal position, whenever the 
paper is being properly dried, and no change 
of the valve ie desired. This change in the 
length of the rod is very easily and quickly 
atcomplished when the paper-machine 
changed from a light to a heavy paper or vice 
versa, 

The automatic steam-regulator, as it now 
stands, is supposed to have been properly 
adjusted for the sheet ¢. So long asthe paper 
is subjected to the requisite temperature the 
pawls remain inactive, upheld by their 
pins » »', which rest upon and are sup- 
ported by the shield Kj; but, if the 
driers become ‘overheated and the sheet 
is being overdried, immediately the ten- 
sion of the sheet d upon the roll D? in- 
creases, and the spring F is compressed by the 
slight travel of the journal-box E inward upon 
its guides a ain the housing B. The arm 4, 
being thrust in the same direction, rocks the 
shield K, and the part upon which the pin »’ 
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rests is withdrawn from contact with the latter 
and depressed, when the pawl m' is free to 
drop by gravity upon and engage the teeth of 
the loose ratchet-wheel N’. 

It will be understood that the rotations of 
the roll D® upon its shaft ¢ revolves the pin- 
pallet /, and the free end of the bell-lever H 
reciprocates vertically, and thus transmits 
rocking motion to the upright arm J, which 
carries the pawls m m', and the latter one 
is actively employed. This feed-motion of 
the pawl m' advances the loose or inac- 
tive ratchet N’ until one of the deep notches 
e’ arrives under the nose of the pawl, which 
is permitted to enter and engage with some 
one of the teeth d' d', &c., of the active 
pawl N, and the latter is compelled to 
rotate. This slight rotation of the latter trans- 
mits motion to the mitre-gear P, affixed to the 
other end of the short shaft M, which meshes 
with the gear Q, attached to the sleeve D, and 
the latter, by means of the spline and groove 
connection, compels a slight partial rotation 
of the nut R, and 
the two rods S T 
are moved apart, 
which lengthens 
each an equal 
amount, thus par- 
tially closing the 
valve and dimin- 
ishing the supply of 
steam. 

It will be evident 
thatthe p ’ 
of the paper upon 
the roll D® against 
the pressure of the 
spring F maintains 
the latter approxi- 
mately as a fixed 
point. Thus when 
the rods S T are 
lengthened, as de- 
scribed, slight lon- 
gitudinal move- 
ment of the out R 
within the sleeve D 
is produced in the direction of arrow 1— 
an amount equal to the increased length of 
the rods. When this result is accomplished, 
which occurs almost simultaneously with the 
movement of the roll D® inward, the pawl m’ 
continues to advance the loose ratchet N’. 
Now, if the change of the valve was sufficient, 
the paper has become more moist and the ten- 
sion upon the roll D*® diminished, when the 
latter moves slightly away from the pressure 
of the spring F toward its original position, 
and the pawl m’, lifted from the ratchet by the 
shield K, comes against the pin #’ by the ac- 
tion of the rod L, which moves back with the 
arm / upon the journal-box E. On the con- 
trary, if the change in the valve was not suf- 
ficient the roll D® is still maintained against 
the pressure of the spring F, and the pawl m’ 
continues to advance the loose ratchet-wheel 
N’ until a second notch or slot, ¢’, is reached, 
when a second similar change in the valve is 
made, and this continues until the supply is 
properly adjusted. If the paper is not suf- 
ficiently dried the roll D*? moves away from 
the pressure of the spring F, and the end of 
the shield K, upon which rests the pin # of 
the pawl m, is depressed, when the latter be- 
comes active and a reverse movement of the 
operative parts is effected from that accom- 
plished by the pawl m’ ; the rods S T are then 
retracted within the nut R and their length 
diminished, thereby opening the valve to ad- 
mit a greater supply of steam.

Electric Lighting of Mills.

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operation. Each machine should be used with 
complete wire circuit, and connection of 
wires with pipes, or the use of ground 
circuits in any other method is absolutely 
prohibited. The whole system should be kept 
insulated, and tested every day for ground 
connections at ample time before lighting to 
remedy faults of insulation, if any are dis- 
covered. Preference should be given to 
switches constructed with a lapping connec- 
tion, so that no electric arc can be formed at 
the switch when it is charged ; otherwise, the 
stands of switches, when powerful currents are 
used, should be made of stoneware, glass, 
slate or some incombustible substance which 
will withstand the heat of the arc when the 
switch is changed. 


WIRES, 


Any conducting wire which is warm to the 
touch, in comparison with another wire, is 
liable to become a source of danger, and 
should be replaced by a larger wire. Con- 
ducting wires should be secured to insulat- 
ing fastenings, and covered by an insula- 
tion which is waterproof on the outside. 
Whenever wires pass through walls, roofs, 
floors or partitions, or where there is a lia- 
bility to abrasion, or exposure to rats and 
mice, the insulation should be protected with 
lead, hard rubber, stoneware, or some other 
satisfactory material. Joints in wires should 
be securely made and wrapped; soldered 
joints are desirable, but not essential. . one 
should not approach. ; 
one foot, and twice that dist 
able in conducting electricity of high t ten- 
sion. Care should be taken that wires are not 
placed above each other in such a manner that 
water would be liable to make a cross connec- 
tion. The chance of a broken wire should be 
everywhere provided against by securing the 
wires on suitable insulators ; avoiding danger 
from an accumulation of lint by placing them 
one-eighth to one-quarter of an inch from the 
walls, ceilings or beams, except where neces- 
sary to lead to the lamps, and in all cases 
avoiding loops of wire or leading it across the 
space from beam to beam. A cut-out should 
be placed in the circuit outside of each build- 
ing, in a well protected and easily accessible 
place. 





ARC LAMPS, 


The lamp frames, and other exposed parts 
of lamps, should be insulated from the circuit. 
Each lamp should be provided with a separate 
hand-switch, and also with an automatic hand- 
switch which will close the circuit and put out 
the lamp whenever the carbons do not ap- 
proach each other, or the resistance of the 
lamp becomes excessive from any cause. The 
light should be surrounded by a globe, and 
when near combustible material this globe 
should be protected by a wire netting. The 
globe should rest in a tight stand, so that no 
particles of melted copper or heated car- 
bon can escape. Broken or cracked globes 
should be immediately replaced. Unless the 
globe is very high, and closes in as far as pos- 
sible at the top, it should be covered by some 
protector reaching to a safe distance above 
the light. Flat sheets of metal or wire should 
not be used for this purpose, because flyings 
will collect upon such places when the lamps 
are not in use. The lamps should be pro- 
vided with some arrangement or device to 
prevent the lower carbons from falling out in 
case the clamp should not hold them securely. 

INCANDESCENT LAMPS. 

The small! wires leading to each lamp from 
the main wires should be perfectly insulated, 
and, if separated or broken, no attempt should 
be made to join them while the current is in 
the main wires. The conducting wires lead- 
ing to each building should be provided with 
an automatic switch or cut-out, or its equiva- 
lent, capable of protecting the system from 


injury from excessive current of elec-

by soaking in copal varnish. 
When dry, it is polished, rubbed with pumice- 
stone, and a layer of soluble glass is applied 
and rubbed with salt. It is stated that the 
surface is as perfect as glass.

Hotvoxe, Mass., November ro, 1885. 

We have been enjoying some of the 
most beautiful weather of the fall for a week 
or ten days, and it has been just the thing for 
building operations and other outside work. 
It has given the mill owners an opportunity to 
make all of their repairs and to render every- 
thing snug for the winter. Business continues 
to move along in the same manner in which it 
has for the past month, with no perceptible 
increase of volume or material change in 
price. Fine writings are moving quietly. 
There is a fair demand for book and news, 
and other grades having a medium call, 

The Holyoke Envelope Company is doing a 
very gratifying business this fall, with orders 
far in excess of the daily product. The Oc- 
tober showing was more than $5,000 in excess 
of the business of the corresponding month of 
last year, and this did not include government 
orders. The company’s government contracts 
required over 500,000 envelopes during the 
time. The machinery is being run to its full- 
est capacity to meet the demand. The season 
has also been good for the papeterie depart- 
ment, a larger variety of goods having been 
put up for the holiday trade than ever.

About the only change to note is in the 
weather and that has developed a strong win- 
terish feeling. Business generally seems to 
be quite active. Paper makers and paper 
dealers report fair business, while paper-stock 
dealers, on the other hand, report business as 
very quiet. 

Among paper-stock dealers, however, the 
state of trade is variously reported, and it is 
almost impossible to judge the condition of the 
market from individual statements. One 
domestic dealer interviewed on the subject re- 
marked that business was d——n dull—impos- 
sible to sell anything; while another stated 
that during October he sold more rags than 
during any month in five years. All admit, 
however, that prices are very low and the 
margin of profits exceedingly small. 

Train, Smith & Co., H. M. Knowles & Co., 
and Chas. A. Cheney, owners of the rags 
damaged at the fire in the buildings of the 
Boston Disinfecting Company, Charlestown, 
have had their losses satisfactorily adjusted 

Of the rags in store at the time of the fire 
Charles A. Cheney owned 824 bales. This 
stock was fully insured, and in settling his 
claim the insurance companies paid him his 
loss and took the rags, which were subse- 
quently sold to W. J. Corbet. This lot was 
made up of Constantinople whites and blues, 
and was only slightly damaged by water. 
None of the rags were put up at auction, but 
sold at private sale. 

Spontaneous combustion in the rags was not 
the cause of the fire, as at first claimed, be- 
cause later investigation disclosed the fact 
that the fire originated in a part of the build- 
ing removed fromthe stored rags. 

The loss to the Disinfecting Company is 
light, and the business of the company has 
already been resumed.

Right and Left Hand Machines. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

The question what constitutes the so-called 
right and left handed machines has been raised 
in THE JOURNAL under the promptings of 
** Dandy.” 

It has generally been accepted that ma- 
chines set up so that when walking from the 
screens to the cutter the hand nearest to 
the machine gave it the name, be it right 
or left, it being presumable that in han- 
dling the paper in its course over the ma- 
chine that would be the leading or hand pref- 
erably in use, but is that so? If not, perhaps 
here lies the difficulty in settling this question. 
Take, for instance, a machine which, in walk- 
ing toward the cutter, is to the left of the ma- 
chine tender. He (if a right-handed man) 
will, in starting the machine, use his right 
hand to take the paper from the wire ; and, 
again, at the “‘ first press” he will stub it off 
with his right forefinger or thumb, and not 
until the second press is reached does he find 
it advantageous to use his left hand. He con- 
tinues to do so until the calenders are reached, 
when it again becomes a matter of chance as 
to which side of them he is on, as to the use 
of the right or left hand. 

On a machine placed opposite to this, called 
a right-handed machine, the same applies to 
the right hand, which is not used until the 
second press is reached, I contend, there- 
fore, that machines are not rights and lefts 
because of the employment of one or the 
other particular hand.

Sons have just completed a 42x40 addition to 
their already large shop, and report business 
as very driving, and that they are far behind 
their orders for their Jordan engines, have 
hard work to keep up with their orders for 
beating and washing engines and the other 
branches of their specialties, while every mail 
brings inquiries or orders to repair or for new 
machinery. Perhaps quality of work has 
something to do with this rush ; at best it indi- 
cates a growing confidence among the mill 
owners. 

As these inquiries and orders come from all 
parts of the country, it would seem as though 
it was getting to be general—something much 
to be desired. 

If the general talk was ‘‘ better trade 
stead of ‘‘ dull business,” the good times in 
the paper trade would sooner get here. Let 
everyone take this to himself, and see if in- 
deed we cannot start a ‘‘ boom.” 

In answer to ‘‘ Dandy’s” request in regard 
to right and left handed engines, I would say 
as to ‘‘ how you face it.” that a good rule is as 
follows : When you stand facing the engine at 
the furnishing end and the roll is on the right- 
hand side of the tub, it is a left-hand, and if it 
is on the left-hand it is a right-hand engine. 
This is something that every mill owner 
should know, while many do not.

THE PAPER TRADE.—“‘‘I do not find so 
much to complain of as to the amount of 
goods‘ we are selling,” was the remark of a 
prominent paper manufacturer, ‘‘as I do in 
the prices at which we are compelled to sell 
our product.” This is the situation as ac- 
knowledged by almost the entire trade. There 
is plenty of paper selling, and the aggregate 
quantity disposed of is very fair. Buyers, 
however, are not laying in large stocks, but 
are simply taking goods as their necessities 
require, and for that reason large sales are 
not as frequent as they might otherwise be. 
There is not snap to business, and generally 
trade is reported quiet. Manufacturers con- 
tinue to be well supplied with orders, and keep 
well up to their capacity. Writings are in 
fair movement, although city trade is quiet, 
but prices continue low. Book and News are 
unchanged either as to demand or price, while 
Manillas are in fair trade.
